Appelle & Long Lake Railway com- 
pany 839,000 acres of odd numbered 
sections at thé same time that they 
purchased from the government the | 
250,000 acres of even numbered sections 
in the same tract, 

The land company paid the railway | 
eompany $1.75 an acre for this land, | 
On a mere comparison of prices, it 
would appear that the land company 
had an advantage in price of seventy- 
five cents an acre on the government 
land as against the railway land, 

But the purchase from the govern- 
ment involved the placing of settlers 
in each township in a region wherein 
up to that time there had been no set- 
tlement, whi'c the purchase from the 
railway company involved no obliga- 
tion beyond the payment of the money. 
In view of thin fact there can be no | 
question that the purchase from the 
railway company was at a much better 
price to the Jand company than that 
from the government.

University of Alberta, 
There is perhaps one item in connec- 
tion with the estimates of the Depart- 
ment of Education which may require 
some explanation—I refer to thé appro- 
priation requested for the purchase of 
sites for provincial university, pees 
au Agricultural college, $150,000, As I 
intimated yesterday, to my mind it will 
hecessary to have our university in 
this province in proper shape to do its 
work in tho fall of 1908. With a class of 
sixty or seventy in prospect for the Arts 
department we will he remiss in our duty 
if we do not make provision for our uni- 
versity work to commence by that time. 
I think the site for a university should 
bo amply provided for, Many of the 
universities in the Dominion and in the 
United States are cramped for lick of 
ground. We should have not less than 
two or three hundred acres, (Applause,) I 
think wo should he able to secure thie 
amount of ground at some satisfactory 
point in the province. I may inform the 
House that we have not selected a site 
as yet. It has been our duty to make a 
selection in other cases and we hope the 
selection. wherever it may be made, will 
give entire saisfaction to the people of 
this. province.

“Tt will be observed, Mr. Speaker, that 
We propose to enter upon the construc- 
tion of necessary public buildin 
throughout the province to a considerable 
extent. It is difficult for the police to 
take care of the prisoners through lack 
of accommodation. Sites for court houses 
and jails are required, and we propose 
to make a start on the construction of a 
jail at Lethbridge; and $17,000 is requir- 
ed to complete the construction of the 
Cardston court house. There is at pres- 
ent no court house in the city of Ed- 
monton. Last year we purchased the 
necessary lots for a court house, and this 
year we propose to make a start on the 
construction of the building. We ask 
the Houss to vote the sum of $20,000, 
but the chances are that a court house 
here, situated as it is in the centre of a 
very large district,will cost perhaps $60,- 
000, or a little more. We are paying the 
Province of Manitoba a very large ‘am- 
ount for tlhe care of our insane. We 
propose to make a start in the erection 
of a provincial asylum, and $85,000 is 
asked to cover cost of site and a com- 
mencement on the construction of the 
building. 

Up-to-Date Registry Offices. 

“The Land Titles office building at Cal- 
gary is in very poor shape. In order to 
jo the registry office business proper of- 
fier accommodation is necessary, I think 
we have a site for the registry office in 
Calgary, and we expect this year to en- 
ter upon the construction of that build- 
ing, for which we ask the House to vote 
$20,000 as the first estimate for this pur- 
pose, Registry offices will probably cost 
in the neighborhood of $80,000 or $100,- 
000. In order to properly take care of the 
public documents it is very necessary 
that there should be first-class up-to- 
date registry offices. As I have already 
intimated, we expect a surplus from the 
Land Titles offices of between $70,000 and 
and $80,0000, sv that the general revenues 
of the province will not have to bear 
any of the expense in the construction 
ef buildings of this nature. The regis- 
try office accommodation in the city of 
ton is. little better than,that ia 
the city of Calgary, but not a great deal 
better, so that hon. members can almost 
anticipate in a year ov two that it will 
be our duty to undertake the construc- 
tion of a registry office ‘here.

This bacteriological and pathological 
work is now carried on at Regina. The 
expense is borne by this Government and 
that of the Province of Saskatchewan. 
Regina being so fa: away it is very in- 
convenient when matters arise that re- 
quire to be investigated by an expert 
in this work to have to go to Regina to 
have the work done, We expect shortly 
after the Ist of July to have a man doing 
this work in our own province, and we 
will require to furnish a laboratory for 
him, I understand this work is quite 
important, and it ought to be undertaken 
by this government quite independent of 
the Province of Saskatchewan. 

Dairy and Poultry Work. 

We are providing an inerease for dairy 
and poultry fattening work. Last year 
we undertook to give some assistance to 
the poultry industry, which was quite 
successful. ‘The farmers of the older pro- 
vinces make quite a large amount of 
money out of their poultry, and we feel 
that this province is a good field for the 
development of this industry, and we 
Propose to give it encouragement ovei 
what was, given last year. 

We are giving assistance to new cream- 
eries in the way of $5,000. We expect 
that the amounts loaned to the creamer- 
ies will be returned; $1,300 of the amount 
loaned last year has been returned 

An expenditure of $15,000 is also asked 
hy the Agriculture Department to pro- 
vide advance payments and operation of 
poultry fattening stations. We propose 
to purchase poultry from the farmers; 
fatten them and conduct sales, and in 
order that payments may be made when 
deliveries are made we ask for an ad- 
vance for this purpose. This amount 
we expect to be returned to the revenues 
of the province.

Occasionally, you would hear the zi 
of ao bullet, seemingly fired at randon 
from the laager ahead.

feel asleep. A few yards away, or down 
on the narrow shore, a few officers stooc 
chatting. One was an officer who ha 
long been in the Canadian service. He 
is a native of Quebec, and is stationed 
there at present. He bad removed his 
sun-helmet, and was gravely digging in 
the bowl of a briar pipe. 

The few who were not too tired to talk 
conversed in whispers. At last, after 
about half-an-hour by the river bank, we 
were aroused by nudge, more than by 
voice, and moved to the outlying British 
trench, into which we silently filed 
Ahead was darkness and the Boer posi 
tion.

Out in front lay seattered a half dozen

The trouble with the Church is that 
it iv allowing the devil too free a hand 
in running many of the. things that aro

; worldly. 

The Church takes too little interest 
in our outdoor sports, If these same 
ports show 4 tendency to degenerate 
e Church will have to shoulder a great 
deal of the blame. 

If the Church will. not tolerate mus- 
cular Christianity, it must necessarily 
expect to lose the young men. 

And to hold that a clergyman shall not 
countenance, encourage or participate in 
sports or associate with young men of 
aporting proclivities, is preposterous and 
wholly untenable.
